RHEUMATIC fever it a dis- 
order which recur* and each tim# 
a new attack develop* there i* fur­ 
ther danger of permanent damage 
to the heart. It is for this reason 
that great efforts have been made 
to find some method of preventing 
these recurrent attack*. 
It has been well known for years 
that infections of the nose and 
throat, e-peciaily sore throat and 
tonsillitis, frequently occur just be­ 
fore an attack of rheumatic fever. 
Because of this, it has been com­ 
mon practice to remove the tonsils 
and adenoids in patients with 
rheumatic fever during the period 
when the disease is not active, in 
the hope of decreasing the number 
of attacks of sore throat and ton­ 
sillitis, and thus keeping the rheu­ 
matic fever from flaring up. 
Cause of Rheumatism 
The exact cause of rheumatic 
fever is not known. There are some 
who have the idea that it is pro­ 
duced by a streptococcus germ. 
In__rheumatic fever there is 


tients to tropical areas. This meth­ 
od of prevention has been found 
fairly effective but, of course, iris 
limited, due to the expense in­ 
volved. 
A different type of prevention 
ha® been by means of the use of the 
sulfonamide drugs. It is known 
that small doses of these drugs 
given regularly are helpful in pre- 
' anting nose and throat infections. 
Tests have been mad* on large 
groups of men in the Army and 
Navy, and it has been found that 
the giving of sulfonamide prepara­ 
tions has reduced respiratory dis­ 
eases a« much as 80 to 90 per cent. 
and streptococcus infections 85 per 
cent.

greatly. 
It is suggested that, when a pa­ 
tient recovers from an attack of 
rheumatic fever and is free from 
fever, swelling and pain in the 
joints, and other symptoms, that 
the administration of the sulfona­ 
mide drugs be started and con­ 
tinued at intervals for at least Ave 
years and even longer in young 
fever, often pain arid swelling of I children. Some patients have been 
the joints, and damage to the heart

and heart muscle.

streptococcus germs do not thrive. 
Hence, rheumatic fever does rot 
occur very often in these areas.
